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Hospital Adds New Equipment 


Elba General Hospital is 
progressing by leaps and 
bounds. Within the last month 
two additions have been made 
to the Respiratory Therapy 
Department that will hopefully 
increase the quality of med- 
ical care offered to the com- 
munity. — 

One addition is that of an 
Arterial Blood Gas Analyzer. 
This sophisticated instrument 
is capable of supplying accu- 
rate measurements of the 
amounts of oxygen and carbon 
dioxide in the blood, as well 
as other important data, all 
of which is an important diag- 


nostic tool for the physician. 

The second addition is that 
of a new department head for 
Respiratory Therapy. Mr. 
Noel D. Falls took over de- 
partment responsibilities on 
September 27, 1976, and has 
been working in close con- 
junction with the doctors and 
nursing staff at Elba General 
to assure that quality respira- 
tory care can be offered to 
the patients. Mr . Falls is 
thoroughly trained in the field 
of respiratory therapy, andcan 
supply all therapeutic mea- 
sures ordered by the physi- 
cians for their patients.

. Mission met in regular ses- 


sion on Monday, October 11, at 
the Courthouse annex in 
Enterprise, and after alengthy 
discussion, promised to take 
final action on the courthouse 
and jail controversy at their 
next meeting.

Mrs. Patterson told the 
commissioners that when it 
rains, the school bus will not 
go down the dirt road, and 
that it is impossible for the 
residents who live on the road 
to get out. Mrs. Patterson re- 
quested the road be paved, but 
added any immediate help 
would be appreciated, County 
engineer Bernard Richburg 
promised immediate relief, but 
expressed doubt on being able 
to pave the road. 


Representative Jimmy 


Holley was next to address the 
commission, & the Elba native 


told the commissioners the 
possibility of his bill passing 
looked good. Holley said, “I 
watched with amusement the 
actions the Commission took 
concerning the jail and court- 
house, and I hope my bill has 
opened a new prospective.” 

Holley’s bill will put the 
matter of moving the county 
seat to New Brockton before 
the people ina special election. 

Probate Judge James 
Sawyer added “in view of Mr. 
Holley’s bill, I think we (the 
commission) need to recon- 
sider the situation concerning 
applying for funds to build a 
new jail in Elba.” Continuing, 
Sawyer said, “I can’t see build- 
ing two new jails when it is 
possible the courthouse might 
be moved to New Brockton. If 
we build a new jail in Enter- 
prise and Elba, and the County 
seat is moved to New Brock- 
ton, then we must turn around 


and construct a jail in New 
Brockton.” 
Commissioner Bennie 


Beckham agreed with Sawyer, 
and asked “Is there any way we 
can change the application for 
the jail grant to read Coffee 
County and not Elba?”

The Elba City Council met 
again this week, for the 
express purpose of ‘‘getting 
some things out of the way.”’ 
The meeting was held on Mon- 
day night rather than Tuesday 
because the Water and Elec- 
tric Board had a Tuesday 
meeting.. All members were 
present for the meetings. 

The meeting was opened 
with a prayer by Councilman 
John W. Sharpless. Police 
Chief Johnston gave a year- 
end report on the activities 
of his department. He re- 
ported a considerable de- 
crease in crimes locally and 
a very high rate of solving: 
those crimes that do occur. 
During the report the coun- 
cil voted to invite the direct- 
or of the state work-release 
program to explain his opera- 
tion to the new city officials. 
Also, the machine presently 
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used for testing drinking driy- 
ers (the drunk machine) was 
approved for continued use. 

Bill McGuire appeared be- 
fore the council and suggest- 
ed that the City plan to help 
each year with the expenses 
of the girls representing Elba 
as Miss Elba in the National 
Peanut Festival. He was told 
that it was not a City of Elba 
affair; but two councilmen 
were appointed to look into 
the matter. Councilman 
Sharpless and Jimmy Wise 
were assigned to the com- 
Inittee. 

Charles Jackson asked for 
immediate relief on a drain- 
age problem in the area of 
his florist. He said heavy 
rains cause flooding in his 
building. He proposed the 
cleaning of a drainage ditch. 
Mayor Bob Folsom appointed 
Councilman Mike Russell to

Set up a meeting with the Elba 
street superintendent and a 
representative of the Alabama 
Highway Department. 
Councilman Wise was ap- 
pointed to work closely with 
the local hospital and the med- 
ical clinic committee. This 
Was in response to a request 
from the hospital board. 

Maxie Bruce was ap- 
pointed to the Elba Housing 
Authority. She is filling a 
vacancy created when D. M. 
English was elected to the 
City Council, English had to 
resign the board position to 
take the position on the coun- 
cil.

Light Bill Increase Voted 


A rate increase of about 
25% has been added to the 
Elba electric bills, effective 
with the November Ist billing. 
This action was taken last 
Thursday night by the Water 
and Electric Board, after be- 
ing informed by Alabama Elec- 
tric of the immediate increase 
in the wholesale rate of 37%. 

The vote on the action was 
unanimous by the local board 
after they were told by con- 


chitect for the proposed Elba 
jail, spoke up and answered 
Mr. Beckham’s question by 
Saying, “There is a require- 
ment in the application that it 
include a deed for the ‘speci- 
fic’ construction site.” 

Donofro reminded the Com- 
mission that there is a dead- 
line for the application to be 
received,and added, “You must 
break ground within 90 days of 
the grant being approved.”

Sawyer then echoed his 
earlier feelings, and said, “I 
still think we need to settle 
the Courthouse problem before 
we build two jails.” 

Commissioner Flournoy 
Whitman was the next to speak, 
and said, “Sf I understand

Electric was caused by an in- 
crease in the cost of electri- 
city purchased from Alabama 
Power. Company. Alabama 
Power sells some electricity 
to the co-ops and their rate 
increase was approved by the 
Federal Power Commission in 


Jimmy (Holley), he is talking 
about two things -- 1. He 
wants the commission to con- 
cur with his bill, and 2.

Whitman added, “The com- 
mission has already voted to 
seek a grant to build a new 
jail in Elba.

Holley again spoke and 
asked County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe what would happen if the 
county went ahead right now and 
built a jail in New Brockton. 
“Who would slap the hand?” 

Rowe told Holley that it 
couldn’t be done legally. “The 
law says a jail will be built 
at the site of the courthouse,” 
“stated Rowe. 

Holley again spoke, saying: 
“Economic reasons dictate not 
building two jails before the

Judge Sawyer brought up a 
question concerning the size 
of the jail in Elba (it being 
too large), but Whitman in- 
terrupted with “We have al- 
ready decided on the size of 
the jail.

Rep. Holley told the Com- 
mission that a new city offi- 
cial in Elba had told him the 
new city fathers would re- 
quest the county reimburse the 
city for the cost of moving 
its warehouse from the site 
of the proposed jail. Holley 
said “There will be trouble 
with the new Elba officials.” 

The commission decided to 
put off further discussion of 
the jail and courthouse until 
their next meeting, but agreed 
to reach a final agreement 
at that time. 

The commission meeting 
then returned to routine mat- 
ters. 


Rev. Milton Dykes, pas- 
tor of the Assembly of God 
church in Elba, met with the 
commission about purchasing 
county land in Elba on which 
to build a church.

A lot of small grains are 
being planted now for grazing 
and cover crops. Rye is by 
far the most popular. Our 
recommended varieties are 
Accoo 8ll, Gurley’s Grazer 
2000, McNair Vita Graze, 
Weser, and Wren’s Abruzzi. 
Our recommended wheat 
varieties are Blue Boy Il, 
Coker 68-15 and Wakefield. 

Not many people plant oats,

For example, 
a material named Paraquat is 
extremely deadly. There isno 
antidote for the herbicide Par- 
aquat. Paraquat is used to 
control weeds and grasses in 
corn and other uses. 

One thing that Coffee County 
farmers can do is load up-all 
of the used containers and bring 
them to the sanitary landfill in 
New Brockton. Either this or 
bury them properly on your 
Own property. 

You never can tell when 
young children will be around 
your-place, and they could take 
a few teaspoonsful of some of 
these brightly colored chem- 
icals. It is so much better 
to go ahead and do those things 

. which you know need to be done. 


SOIL TESTING 

Thé most successful peamut 
growers I know of are those 
who build up the fertility of 
their land a year or two be- 
fore planting peanuts. For ex- 
ample, the top 10% of the pea- 
nut producers in Coffee County 
will soil test in Octobér and No- 
vember and ask for ratation 
fertilizier recommendations. 
On a particular field to be 
planted in corn in 1977 and 
peanuts in 1978, they will ap-

1177 corn crop. This is an 
excellent way to build up the 
fertility ahead of time for pea- 
nuts. 

Research which has been 
going on over 60 years clearly 
demonstrates the importance 
of building up fertility for pea- 
nuts and soybeans over a per- 
iod of years. Farmers cancer- 
tainly bring much more pre- 
cision into crop fertility needs 
by soil testing and following 
recommendations. 


IRRIGATION 


Dr. Larry Curtis, our new 
irrigation specialist, will meet 
with us at the Farm Center 
in New Brockton at 9:00 a.m.

Greenery 
can add a lift to your-home- 
but only if you shop carefully. 
You can get awfully confused 
walking around a garden store 
or plant nursery. But, don’t 
choose the first pretty plant 
that catches your-eye. It’s just 
as important to evaluate and 
inspect a plant before buying as 
it is to carefully look over a 
home appliance or garment. 
Uusally when you buy-a cheap 
plant, you get little in return. 
Poorly placed branches 


usually lead to somehwat 
“leggy” growth, which will 
make the plant look un- 


attractive as it gets bigger. 
80, choose a compact plant. 

Also, don’t buy-any plants 
with improperly shaped or dis- 
colored leaves. Excessive yel- 
lowing is a symptom ofa prob- 
lem, And while you’re checking 
look for mechanical damage to 
the leaves, trunk and branches. 

Roots should be well dis- 
tributed throughout: the soil 


CONSERVATION

Public involvement is cru- 
cial to the conservation and 
protection of this nation’s nat- 
ural resources. Mel Davis, Soil 
Conservation Service adminis- 
trator, said in an editorial in 
the September issue of Soil 
Conservation magazine, 
“We've long sought widespread 
participation in conservation 
programs. Without it, this 
ageucy under the Department 
of Agriculture would not exist. 
Nearly all the programs we 
administer require the volun- 
tary cooperation of private 
landowners and state, county, 
and municipal governments.” 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice is a public trust and has 
a responsibility to assure that 
valuable resources ‘are pro- 
tected. “At the same time,” 
Davis said, “SCS has a re- 
Sponsibility to give voice to 
everyone who has an interest 
in these resources.” 

Davis stated positively that 
it’s not enough to posta notice, 
hold a hearing or send outa 
questionnaire. “Weneed--from 


the start of a project activity-- 
to seek out all the various con- 
cerned publics and bring them 
into the planning process,” he 
said, 7 

The agency came into being 
because the public demanded 
that something be done about 
the damage from dust storms 
and erosion in the 1930's. SCS 
works with conservation dis- 
tricts, watershed project spon- 
sors, and resource conserva- 
tion and development councils 
in carrying out - conservation 
programs. 

“Yet, an even broader base 
of public participation is 
needed in natural resource al- 
location,” Davis affirmed, “and 
it's a challenge we are going 
to meet.” 

An agency of the government 
Cannot guarantee the wise use 
of America's natural re-

cluded, “it can be assured 
through what we encourage: 


Full public involvement in de- 
termining how resources will 
be used.”

This drive aims to have 
all children immunized against 
seven potentially serious; but 
preventable childhood diseases 
--polio, measles, mumps, ru- 
bella (German Measles), tet- 
anus; diphtheria and whooping 
cough. Contrary to popular op- 
inion, these diseases aren’t 
a thing of the past--they are 
still around and strike many 
children every year, 

Unfortunately, the percent- 
age of immunized children has 
been declining in recent years. 
And this could lead to out- 
breaks of these illnesses, with 
Serious consequences for 
many of their young victims. 

So, parents, check your 
medical records to see if your 
children are fully protected 
against these diseases, If 
they’re not, or you're not sure, 
contact your local health de- 
partment or your family doctor 
at once, 


POTATOES 

Potatoes--they're so tasty 
and can be fixed in countless 
ways. They're also inabundant 
supply. Potatoes, besides being 
SO good tasting, arenutritious. 
To protect the Vitamin C and 
other nutrients in potatoes, 
cook them with their jackets 
on, 

For a basic baked spud, 
rub with a little fat to soften 
the skin and prick with a fork. 
This lets steam escape during 
baking and prevents bursting. 
Bake until tender, For deli- 
cious variations, remove baked 
potatoes from the Skin, mash 
with butter or margarine and 
milk and stuff back into the 
skins. Sprinkle with grated 
cheese or spread with sour 
cream and chopped chives. Put 
back in the oven for 10 minutes

my viewpoint, although he has 
been legally blind since 1971 
he finds his way around re- 
markably well, he tells me he 
feels the best he has in years, 
has a fabulous memory and 
really keeps up with thetimes. 
He has a government machine 
that he uses in playing any type 
records of the Bible and 
reading material furnished to 
him such as READER'S DI-

(Incidentally, if all of you could 
see the picture of her when 
“Fessor” was courting her, you 
could see why he kept pursuing 
her; she could have made a 
jackrabbit hug a hound). Mrs. 
Dixon's sight isn’t too good 
but her wits are real sharp 
and we had such a good time 
working everybody back here 
over; they know just about as 
much, about what’s going on 
here as we did. 

Martha and her husband, 
George Halbert, are retired 
and are moving to Huntsville, 
Alabama area to continue in 
their turquoise business. They 
are to locate there, find her 
mother and daddy a place near 
them and they are all so 
enthused over the idea of re- 
turning to Alabama they were 
ready to come back with us.

For years we’ve known how 
harmful cigarette smoking is 
to men.

Since women haven’t 
smoked as long or as heavily 
as men, the damage has be- 
come apparent more slowly. 
__ So grave and so far-reach- 
ing are recent findings that they 
warrant thoughtful consider- 
ation by women of all ages 
who smoke, or are tempted 
to--women who care about 
their own bodies and are con- 
cerned about the effect their 
actions may have on others,

are becoming more like men’s 
and women are suffering the

same consequences: lung can- 
cer, for example. Since more 
women are smoking, more are 
developing lung cancer. In 
ten years, women’s death rates 
have doubled for this cancer 
which previously attacked 
mostly men. In fact, some 
researchers say we are ex- 
periencing an “epidemic of lung 
cancer in women” which has not 
yet peaked, and which will con- 
tinue to rage if women con- 
tinue to smoke. 

Women who smoke also 

spend 15 percent more days 
sick in bed each year withless 
serious ailments, and lose 
nearly three times as many 
work days as women who don’t 
smoke. 
__For a pregant woman, the 
harmful effects of smoking also 
extend to her unborn child. 
Nicotine and carbon monoxide 
from cigarettes can retard the 
fetus’ growth so that the infant 
is born below normal weight. 
Small babies frequently have 
difficulty getting a good start 
in life, and their physical and 
emotional development during 
childhood may be affected. 

In addition; women who smoke 
during pregnancy are more 
likely to have a stillborn in- 
fant, or a baby who dies soon 
after birth. 

Teen-age girls, too, seemto 
be caught in the smoking spir- 
al. Smoking in this group is 
rising sharply. Originally an 
activity which appealed pri- 
marily to boys, smoking has 
now become a habit for more 
than 27 percent of girls be- 
tween 13 and 17. In 1969, this 
was only 22 percent. Of the 
girl smokers 40 percent smoke 
a pack a day compared to only 
10 percent in 1969. Those who 
start young tend to smoke heav- 
ily, and it is heavy smokers 
who run the greatest risk. Stu- 
dies show that children are 
more likely to smoke if their 
parents or older sisters and 
brothers smoke. 

In addition, heart disease, 
stroke, emphysema, cancers of 
the mouth and larynx are just 
a few of the other serious dis- 
eases to which women smokers 
are prey.
